2. WHEN ASKED WHAT EVIDENCE GOT HAD FOR THIS CONCLUSION, 
BAYRAMOGLU NOTED THAT BODIES AND AIRPLANE PARTS WERE EOUND 
WITHIN WIDE RADIUS (15 KMS.), WHICH WOULD NOT HAVE BEEN THE 
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CASE IF CRASH HAD OCCURRED EOR MECHANICAL REASONS. HE WAS 
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UNABLE SUPPPLY ANY FURTHER DETAILS ON TWO ARABS. HE SAID TURKS 
HAD SENT FIVE EXPERTS TO PARIS FOR FURTHER INVESTIGATIONS.
